Disagreeable Weather. 


The weather of the past week has 


not been so agreeable as it was during 
the early part of the winter. The tirst 
few days of the week were severely 
cold and the ice men began to have 
visions of an ice crop. 
For three 


nights the mercury hovered around the 
bottom of the theruaomenter and ice 
formed on the poud thick enough for 
good skating. Suow was predicted for 
Thursday night and it arrived as per 
schedule, probably a couple of inches 
falling between dark aud daylight.

manufactories, the great consumers of 
coal for manufacturing purposes, have 
been laying in coal enough to last 
them for many months. The operat- 


1 on will be In a position to fight for a 
lou'g time without putting the country 
In a Berioua predicament, and the min- 
ers will have to go through much suf- 
fering and hardship before they can 
compel'thelr demands. It looks as if 
the calling of a strike at this time wat 
Ill-advised. 


The public, with Ihe disastrous situa- 


tion of 1902 fresh iu their minds, are

Washington, Feb. 8.—Formal direc- 


tions have been Issued by President 
Roosevelt for an Investigation of tile 
Valencia disaster, which occurred re- 
cently on the north PaciUc coast 
President Roosevelt's letter of Instruc- 
tions to Secretary Metcalf of the de- 
partment of commerce aud labor, dated 
Feb. 7. follows: 


"You 
are hereby directed to Instruct 


Lawrence O. 
1- Murray, assistant s«t-re- 


tary of commerce and labor, aud Her- 
bert Kuoi Smith, deputy commissioner 
of corporations, as well as Captain 
William T. Burwell, U. S. N., who will, 
for this purpose, be detailed for ser- 
vice In your department by the secre- 
tary of the navy, to proceed to Seattle, 
Wash., and there to make thorough aud 
complete investigation of all the cir- 
cumstances attending the wreck of the 
steamer Valencia and the cause or 
causes thereof, and any misconduct, 
negligence, or dereliction of duty on the 
part of any one related thereto and 
Laving any bearing upon the loss of life 
occasioned by said disaster; and also, 
as you may direct, to Investigate «ucn 
other matters bearing upon 'the Baf etj 
of traffic In navigable waters of the 
United States iu that vicinity and the 
effectiveness and sufficiency 
of 
the 


present aids to navigation along said 
wafers, aud to make full report thereon 
with recnninii'iHhitions for such depart- 
mental or legislative action as may be 
indicated by said report and timliugs." 


Messrs. Murray aud Smith left here 


today and go direct to Seattle. Captain 
liurwell, commandant at the Uremer- 
ton navy yard, will meet them upon 
their arrival. 


The orders of the secretary to the 


commission direct tiiem to Investigate 
not only the Question of the conduct 
of licensed officers of vessels on the 
Valencia, Queen, Topeka aud others 
connected with the disaster, and the re- 
lations of the steamboat 
Inspection 


service thereto, but also the general 
management'of the Valencia, her equip- 
ment and operation, and the relation 
of her owner, the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship company, to the disaster, and also 
tae condition of .coast aud of the en- 
trance of Strait of Juan de Fuca and the i 
vicinity of the place of the wreck, with [ 
a view to the snllicieiicy of the present 
aids to navigation In that vicinity, aud 
nny needed improvements that may be 
found to be essenlial for the safety of 
tratllc. 


President Iloosevelt received 
Infor- 


mation which led him to believe that 
United States District Attorney Krye 
believed' it undesirable to go further 
into the Valencia Investigation than he 
already had done. The president sent 
to Fr.ve peremptory orders 
to place 


himself jit the disposal of' the special 
commission appointed to make au iu- 
auiry into the Valencia disaster. Later 
tae following telegram, dated .Seattle, 
was received from Frye by the depart- 
ment of Justice: 


".Authorize you to say lo the presi- 


dent thiil I (Mil not state that I had been 
brought into the Valencia investigation 
loo late to be of practical service. I did 
say (hut I found it would be necessary 
to recall nearly every witness .to make 
investigation thoroughly, which fact 1 
regretted, as witnesses were scattering.

There lias been a general delving 


into tile records of the stable contracts 
of the streei cleaning department since 
the Board of Aldermen last week or- 
dered the Street Cleaning Committee 
to investigate Commissioner VVooubnry 
and his department. 
It was then 


charged that the city did uot own a 
single stable for its street cleaning 
horses aud carts, but hired stables for 
them at high rates. The delving yes- 
terday revealed the fact that ex-Senator 
George W. Flunkitt, for a quarter of a 
century Tammany leader of the fif- 
teenth district and for eveu a longer 
period the apostle of honest graft, was 
one of the chief beneficiaries of the sta- 
ble lease business. The records show 
that there are flfty-ulne such stable 
leases in Manhattan, and that the ag- 
gregate amount of money paid by the 
city for these stabling privileges exceeds 
8100,000 a year. PlunkHt himself is 
the holder of six leasing contracts, and 
they bring him in $24,050 a year, or 
ii'ioiit twenty-five percent, of the total 
spent for stables. 
> 


It seems that Plunkllt's methods 


have been to buy land cheap, erect sta- 
bles at Biich times us lubor could be had 
cheaply, aud then lease to the city. 
Long-term leases have been favored''by 
Plnnkitt in each instance. The stables 
iu i-Munkitl's name, leaded to the city, 
with other details, are as follows: No. 
61S Weal Fifly-second street, five-year 
lease, expires Dec. 24,1900,51700 a yenr;
